TIME FOR OFFENSIVE. 


Some sections of the British pub- 
lic think the time has come for Great 
Britain and France to begin a gen- 
eral offensive in the west and thus 
force a transfer of Garman troops 
from the eastern theater, but the more 
conservative military writers think 
that the best ald England can lend is 
to pour into Russia every ounce of 
ammunition that can be spared. 

One of the main aims of the Ger- 
man operations in the East seems to 
be directed to a vast turning move- 
ment behind Warsaw, embracing 
Brest-Litovek, one of the strong Rus- 
Sian bases, and civilian residents of 
Waftaw, according to Petrograd dis- 
patches, already are leaving the city, 
fearing German occvpation. Circulars 
Gropped from German air craft on 
the Polish capital predict the fall of 
Warsaw by the end of July. 

RUSSIAN EXPLANATION. 


As an explanation of the continued 
retirement of the Russian center, a 
Petrograd dispatch says: 
“The Russians win refuse to accept 
serious battle in a country devoid of 
railways.” 
Russia has not denied that in the 
recent naval engagement in the Bal- 
tic the Russian warships violated 
Swedish territorial waters, and that 
the situation is not unlike in circum- 
stances the affair off the coast of 
Chile, when British cruisers sank the 
Dresden. The Swedish papers com- 
ment on the episode in mild tone, as- 
suming that an apology and explana 
tion will be forthcoming. 
According to Copenhagen advices, 
the greater part of the battle was 
fought in Swedish waters, and the 
crew of the Oestgarns righthouse had 
to lie flat to escape the shrapne!.

GLEN COVE (N. Y.) July 4.—Mra. 
J. P. Morgan and the Morgan chil- 
dren were to be held as hostages in 
their own home and killed with dyna- 
mite if J. P. Morgan refused to use 
his influence to stop the exportation 
of war munitions, Frank Holt, who 
yesterday attempted to assassinate 
Mr. Morgan at his home near here, 
told Police Commissioner Arthur 
Woods in his cell at Mineola today.

GREAT BRITAIN AND THE BIG WAR 
IN EUROPE.

“Gone days whether ‘in the 
cotton or the corn,“ when the orator 
shouts or the cannon booms derision 
or defiance to Great Britain for the 
victory of a century and a quarter 


ago. The school boy declaims with 
Patrick Henry, ‘Give me liberty or 
give me death.” The traveler marks 


with patriotic pride the belfry in Old 
South Boston made famous by Paul 
Revere; or the bridge at Concord, 
where ‘the embattled farmers stood 
and ‘fired the shot heard round the 
world.’ Yet that was in an era now 
fully passed. We are living in a new 
America; and those are ° brethren 
across the sea, who inhabit a new 
Britain, One hundred years of blessed 
peace have cemented the two nations 
into a remarkable friendship. While 
wars have furrowed the continent of 
Europe with destruction and fertilized 
them with the dead, on this Western 
Hemisphere, along a 4000-mile line of 
boundary, no fort raises its guns in 
menace, no shot has been fired across 
the border; and though questions 
many and vexing have risen between 
Great Britain and the United States 
we have learned the way of civilized 
brotherhood, of adjudicating them by 
arbitration. Oh, why has Germany 
not taken notice? Why could not 
Europe. harmonize conflicting policies 
in a higher ambition to serve the 
good of all? Here in our broad land 
there are little Germanys and little 
Italys and little Russias and little 
Scandinavias and little Franco-lanis 
—all in the great melting pot of our 
consuming brotherhood. Let Europe 
decide that manhood is more precious 
than race difference and ambition, 
and national boundaries will also 
melt in a sense of brotherhood; and 
Teutonic or Gallic or Slavic ‘destiny’ 
will be a in a human 
co-operation.

They who 
rebelled in 76 were the children of 
that mother. And side by side, 
America and Britain, helping, cross- 
ing, each other have developed the 
two freest great netions. We speak 
the English la Incom para- 
bly significant. It is the great as- 
similant of tongue and thought of 
all new coming people. From her 
came largely the form and spirit of 
our religion. Puritan, Cavalier—what 
names are these. Here there is re- 
ligion and it is genuine and free. We 
share the debt of the world. Britain 
stands alone in its poets, philoso- 
phers, geniuses. She gave Shakes- 
peare, Bacon, Darwin, Tennyson and 
Browning, Gladstone. Long live King 
and President! Long live Britain and

He said in 
part: 

It is better to have a little Christ 
than no Christ at all. ‘And it is of 
the glory of the larger Christ that 
while: He must, He is quite content 
to bé a little Christ. With brain and 
heart full of mighty issues he is ready 
to seek the cot of a sick slave and 
ease his pain. The lost boy of Joseph 
and Mary he goes willingly back to 
Nazareth, subject and obedient, till 
the destinies of His mission drive Him 
out and up. He could be a Christ of 
loaves and fishes while men would 
not abuse it. He was known to be, 
on occasion, a Christ of basin and 
towel and to wash the feet of men. 
He did not complain that Herod 
should seek Him from very curiosity. 
A doubting Thomas was not driven 
away but drawn, lovingly and kindly 
to His heart and hand. He was very 
ready to make a cross His throne. 
Let no man fear the larger Christ 
is above his prayer, or at all too far 
for the hearings of hie cry. It is of 
His glory te be the Christ men need 
and men are often little, and a little 
Christ is the only Christ they can see. 

“But. nevertheless, where would 
the world find rest were there no 
other Christ than He of loaves and 
fishes, of basin and towel. of bodily 
healing and the cross?

The basin and 
towel was not a habit. The loaves 
but twice. 


There was but one cross and it was 
u matter of but six hours, and it led 
to resurrection and a crown. 
little Christ is well but the larger 
Christ must come. 

“The larger Christ gives right of 
way to soul affairs rat than tem- 
poral matters. The centurion, and 
the sick servant, and the company of 
d ples were all concerned in what 
Jesus might do for a racked and tor- 
tured body. Jesus was meditating 
on great faith, and the worth of truth, 
and immortal destinies, and the sav- 
ing of a world. So He forgave the 
sins of the paralytic while men lis- 
tened and looked for his healing. So 
He hid himself when men would make 
Him king. So He sent great wealth to 
feed the poor. So not many mighty 
nor noble were called, but it was the 
common people who heard Him giad- 
ly. So advertising evermore gave way 
to being, appearance to fact, reputa- 
tion to character and dreams to the 
light of day. What we are is always 
of vastly more worth than what we 
get. or what we do. The great is- 
sues being settled across the water 
are not political, geographical, com- 
mercial nor racial so much as they 
are moral. It is a way of blood, but 
men are on the road to loving their 
neighbors as themselves The earth 
is learning in shuddering and horror 
that men are of more worth than 
where or how they live. The world 
has never seen a thousand years of 
peace and the morning breaks. 

“The larger Christ looks at things 
whole. The centurion suggests the 
many, east and west, who are like 
him. The fact that he is a Gentile 
suggests the earth both Jew and Gen- 
tile. He thinks of all time as over 
against the passing moment. Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob are to appear 
by and by with all the millions of 
the planet. He covers all space east 
and west. He thinks of conditions as 
over against geography; whether 
heaven is a place matters little. It is 
the kingdom of heaven that is worth 
while. The lesson is that like their 
Lord Christians will do well to think 
more ofter of things whole. The 
man of little thoughts will be a man 
of little life. The world grows wise

Rev. W. L. I. Davis, pastor of the 
West Adams Methodist Church, 
preached a patriotic sermon yesterday 
morning on “Lost in the Familiar.”

“Because you have never had 
trouble does not mean that you are 
the pet of providence. The horn of 
a saddle may be as deadly as a Mau- 
ser. Your back steps may be as per- 
llous as a mountain precipice. 

“It will not do to count too much 
on that Napoleon luck. All stars set 
in time! Remember Waterloo. 

“Because you have a good pulse 
does not mean that you have a good 
brain. Because vou can do business 
does not mean that you are immune 
from the fender of the car. Because 
you edi a magazine does not mean 
that water will not fill your lungs 
when the Titanic and Lusitania give 
their last gasp. Witness the editor 
of the 1 of Reviews and the edi- 
tor of the llistine! You are not the 
darling of fate more than I.

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 
CORPORATE LIBERTY EXISTS ONLY AS 
A MEANS BY WHICH THE INDIVIDUAL 
MAY OBTAIN LIBERTY. 

At the First Congregational Church 
yesterday morning a large audience 
greeted’ Dr. Day on his return from 
Boston. The church was beautifully 
decorated with flags. The music in- 
cluded a tenor solo by G. Haydn Jones 
and a violin solo by Wallace Grieves 
of TIilinols. The subject of Dr. Day's 
sermon was “The Old Liberty Bell.” 
He said in part: 

“The reference this morning is an 
easy one to remember—Leviticus 
xxv:10. That is the text of the whole 
Revolutionary War. It is the text 
cast on the old Liberty Bell of which 
I am to speak this morning. ‘Pro- 
claim liberty throughout the land, 
unto all the inhabitants thereof.’ 

“The Liberty Bell began as the 
messenger of political liberation. ‘We 
are, and ought to be, free,’ said the 
colonists in their declaration, but lib- 
erty, like salvation, is always a 
process. Men are being freed as they 
are being saved. The spirit of the 
text expressed itself in the religious 
development of the colonists. The 
Episcopal Church was disestablished 
in Virginia as the Congregational! was 
disestablished in Massachusetts. The 
abolition of slavery was a part of 
the great process of industrial libera- 
tion. That process is still going on, 
seeking to make the minor less of 
a bondsman and to deliver the ton 
ing child in mill and mine. Moral 
liberation, in the fight against social 
vices and especially in the contest 
against the saloon, is upon us today. 
Russia has discovered, some English- 
men are discovering. and America 
must learn that we cannot exist half 
free and half-drunk. California faces 
a conflict in company with other States 
in the Union which will demand all 
our courage and patience. Some men 
can achieve liberty in spite of the 
saloon, but the great hosts ofgmen 
can never be free until we free the 
land of commercialized drink. 

“Real liberty is personal. We speak 
of corporate liberties, but really they 
are only means by which individuals 
may attain liberty. An oppressed 
people throws off the yoke and be- 
comes politically free, but that po- 
Utical liberty is significant only be- 
cause it frees the individuals of that 
people to live the life of liberty. Cor- 
porate liberty may be complete and 


yet the individual be a bondman. We 
all want to see the nes day when 


The | every man shall have abundant work, 


fair wages, good housing, nourishing 
food and stimulating recreation. All 
such movements in the interests of 
social freedom will fail unless a man 
learns that liberty is fundamentally 
personal. Jesus discussed the ques- 
tion of liberty with the Pharisees. 
They challenged Hie statement that 
they should be made free because they 
a corporate liberty as He- 
brews, saying, ‘we are Abraham's seed 
and have never yet been in bondage 
to any man.“ Jesus told them that if 
they sinned they were bound in spite 
of their descent from Abraham. Lib- 
erty is impossible save in obedience 
to the will of God. Disobedience to 
the will of God makes a man a bond- 
man. Obedience to the will of God 
makes a man free: The largest liberty 
comes to us when we gain the larger 
knowledge of God's will, and that is 
through Christ. For that reason He 
said, ‘If, therefore, the Son shall make 
you free, you shall be free indeed.’ 

“This may be an Independence Day, 
a day of liberation for every soul here. 
Jesus's mission, as He announced in 
the synagogue at Nazareth, was to 
release the captive, to restore sight 
to the blind, and to set at Überty they 
who are oppressed. No one of us 
here who is my in captivity to some- 
thing. We dll are conscious of ig- 
morance and blindness of mind and 
we know that this step may renew 
us and ours. He comes to give sight 
to the blind, to give knowledge to 
the ignorant. Many of us know what 
it is to feel bruised. We are heart- 
sick use of something which has 
come to our lives. Jesus Christ 
will give us liberty because He win 
teach us to do the will of God, de- 
livering us from the bondage of cor- 
ruption igto the glorious liberty of 
the sons of God.”

The poorest 
peon or Ind‘an would have his trou- 
bles looked after in the same manner 
as the richest Mexican. Gen. Diaz 
was one of the most just men who 
‘ever lived.” 2 
THE SOLDIER'S VIEW. 

The other side of the late Presi- 
dent’s life was told with equal ardor 
and veneration yesterday afternoon by 
Col. Emilio Kosteriitaky, the old war 
dog who followed Gen. Diaz from the 
rank of second lieutenant to fanking 
colonel and confidential adviser. It 
was the soldier's view of Porfirio Diaz. 
And it demonstrated beyond all doubt 
that the one man who could command 
and receive the respect of a Mexican 
army is now gathered to his Father. 

“Gen. was the personification 
of what I consider an ideal soldier,” 
Col. Kosterliteky said yesterday. 
have been a soldier all my lite, and 
was fortunate in living the greater 
part of my career under Gen. Diaz. 

“He has been called biocodthirety. 
That is not so. He was stern and just 
because he had to be, and yet at times 
I have seen him moved fo that tears 
streamed down his face. But when 
he was administering Justice, nothing 
in the world could swerve him. 

“I remember one time the son of 
Col. Clodimiro Cota, staunch adherent 
and close personal friend of Gen. Dias, 
shot and killed the major command- 
ing the battalion in which the boy 
was captain. Gen. Diaz ordered a 
court-martial, as insubordination was 
the greatest crime in his estimation. 
Col. Cota appealed to the President. 
I remember how several officers were 
assembied at a reception held on the 
President's birthday. When the time 
came for Col. Cota to advance and 
pay his respects, he fell to his knees 
and in such a way approached Gen. 
The President looked at the 
colonel] in such a way that I will never 


‘orget it. 

Get up, sir!’ he commanded. 
‘Kneel only to your God and your 
mother. ave faith in justice.’ 

“The colonel obeyed. The court- 
martial found the boy captain ty 
of insubordination and Gen. 
foreed himself to sign the death war- 
rant. Young Cota was shot the morn- 
ing of September 17, two days after 
his father had fallen to his knees be- 
fore the President. 

“This did not show Gen. Diaz as 
bloodthirsty. It only demonstrated his 
iron will and belief in justice for ev- 
ery one, poor and rich, powerful and 
woak. His soldiers loved him and 
would follow him anywhere. And hie 
great patriotism saw everything in the 
light of whether it would be good 
for Mexico. This same patriotism was 
his greatest fault, as he firmly be- 


as himeeclf. 

“He was a tireless worker. Every 
morning he would rise at 6:30. and, 
rain or shine, would go through his 
duties for the day. And these duties 
embraced everything. from inspection 
of explosives in some distant part of 
the city, to a Cabinet meeting. 
“Despite his position, he was un- 
ostentatious, lived frugally and loved 
home life. 

“Even in exile he thought of Mex- 
deo. When he wrote out his parting 
address his last words were to the 
cadete of Chapultepec. He said, 
‘Berve your country first, last and 
always. Obey the constitutionally- 
formed government, and think always 
of Mexico.’
